German." 


ITom tnc character ot the men who 


complained and the nature o( their 
complaints Dr.' Mott realized that 
tnere -was plainly some reason for 
them. Accordingly he instituted an 
investigation and found there were 


in from certain sections where the Y. 
M. C. A. has not conjpleted itc "house- 
cleaning," the promptness and thor- 
oughness with which correctives have 
be«n applied, and ihe more general 
understanding ot the situation, is cre- 
ating a better appreciation of the work 
of the Y. M. C. A. and increasing ad- 
miration {or ill leaders who have had 
the manly courage and willingness to 
acknowledge faulta where found and 
the desire and ability to remedy them.

Now that 
the touch of real lace Is a mark of 
style and of distinction In dress far 
spring, vnlunble heirlooms will either 
hare to be sent to the cleaner or 
cleaned nt homt.

Lace should be soaked before, It Is 


washed. Prepare the water for this 
scaklnc by adding n teaspoonful of 
borax to every two cupfnls of boiling 
water used. Wlien the soiled lace has 
soaked a few hours or overnight in 
this water it will wash easily. 


Make a lather of hot water and any 


good sotp. Tote the lace from the 
water IE. which it has been soaked and 
place It in the soapy water, squeezing 
It, as If It were a sponge, until h Is 
clean. If the water becomes very <lr- 
ty prepare n fresh supply and squeeze 
the lace in it. 
Then jrlnse in clean 


cold water until all the soap is re- 
moved. If, after this process the lace 
still has a grimy lack it may lie boiled. 
To boll lace put It In a jar and cover 
It with cold water and ponr into this 
water a little- melted white soap. Stand 
the jar In a saucepan with water 
enough to half cover the jar, put the 
lid on the pan and boil for two hours. 


Lingerie laces may be ironed bj, 


pressing them undrr a thin clean mus- 
Hn and finally pulling tnem out with 
the fingers. They must be thoroughly 
dried by ironing or they will roughen 
up afterward. Ironing will serve for 
the heavier and sturdier laces but 
some fine and fragile varieties are 
washed and dried by the following 
process:

writing, to his mother, Mrs.' Laura 
Urit, tells of being located at pres- 
ent in a Red'Cross hospital with "bad 
feeL" -He was returned to the hos- 
pital after marching into Germany 
with the./jnerican forces. The letter 
follows:'

"It has been some time since you 


I have heard from me. Perhaps1 you 
wonder what has happened but I am 
all right, so d^n't worry, I will be- 
home some day; I hope before spring. 
The last time I wrote -you was just 
after the armistice was signed. I told 
you we might have to march'.into Ger- 
many. Well we. did'that little thing. . 


"W« had just come off the front on. 


the Mouse river drive and h"ad already 
begun the march when 1 wrote you. I 
crossed the.boundary between France 
and Belgium on November 21 and 
marched (rota there into Luxomberg 
and then_into Germany! 


"I am back in France in a hospital 


now on account of bad feet but-1 am 
getting along flue. ;We had a fine 
Christmas dinner. The Red Cross gava 
all patients a pair of socks filled with 
candy, etc. It was a regular Christ- 
mas. "We were all like a bunch of 
kids. I was the same kid that I. was 
20 years ago and showed it when I got 
my stockings. 


"I don't kixow whether I will get 


back1 to my company or not so I have 
given up .hope ot getting any mail from , 
home, I expect to be moved from Serd, 
soon. I don't know, what my address 
will .be. I suppose you aro having 
lots o[ snow and cold weather over 
there. The climate is different here. 
"We had a little snow about Christmas 
but it was not cold. 


- "Last August, before I went to the 
front, into the shell-torn country, the 
rose bushes were full of roses. The 
people told me they bloom all sum- 
mer and late in the fall but. I have 
.seen enough, of Europe to satisfy me. 


"A soS^iiir thinks more of his stom- 


ach" than anything eke arid we don't 
get the good things to eat''over here 
that we do at home."
